Thousands olangry Europeans protest 
against austerity 


LUXEMBOURG (AFP) - 
Thousands of angry European 
trade unionists swamped Lux¬ 
embourg's city center yester¬ 
day, shouting "No to Aus¬ 
terity!" and demanding EU 
governments fund jobs rather 
than service deficits. 

Police said 7,500 people 
from across Europe poured off 
two trains and 130 buses in the 
demonstration while the orga¬

Union Confederation (ETUC), 
estimated the rally at 15,000 to 
20,000 people. 

Held as the European 
Union prepares for a summit 
Thursday and Friday to be 
dominated by the continent's 
sovereign debt crisis and 
events in Greece, the march 
was called to prod EU leaders 
to focus on jobs rather than

International Day against Drug Abuse 
and Illicit Trafficking

By the passing of resolution 
42/112 of the UN General As¬ 
sembly on December 7, 1987, 
June 26 was designated as the 
International Day against Drug 
Abuse and Illicit Trafficking; 
an expression of the UN’s de¬ 
termination to strengthen ac¬ 
tion and cooperation towards 
the goal of an international so¬ 
ciety free of drug abuse. This 
resolution recommended fur¬ 
ther action prompted by the re¬ 
port and conclusions of the 
1987 International Conference 
on Drug Abuse and Illicit Traf¬ 
ficking. 

The end of the first century 
of drug control, which its ac¬ 
knowledged began in Shang¬ 
hai in 1909, coincided with the 
closing of the UNGASS 
decade, which was launched in 
1998 by a General Assembly 
Special Session on Drugs. 
These anniversaries stimulated 
reflection on the effectiveness, 
and the limitations, of drug 
policy. 

Countries around the globe 
are encouraged to conduct 
events which will educate the 
public and assist those who are 
attempting rehabilitation of 
their substance abuse. FADA, 
the Aruban agency dedicated 
to this purpose, announced 
they will conduct a Mass at the 


Christo Rey Church in Brazil 
and host a day at their center 
for residents of Cas Eliezer, a 
rehab center which provides a 
home and program for 25 indi¬ 
viduals, at present. Activities 
will include lectures and work¬ 
shops with trained counselors 
in substance abuse. 

FADA Director Juendel 
Sprok and Drug Counselor 
Richenel Stamper were joined 
by FADA Board Vice-Presi¬ 
dent Carlos Albertus in broad¬ 
casting a reminder to all 
islanders to pause and consider 
there friends and families and 
the reality of substance abuse; 
particularly the insidious man¬ 
ner in which it undermines 
such a small society as Aruba. 

Annually, the United Na¬ 
tions Office on Drugs and 
Crime, (UNDOC), selects a 
theme; this year it is health. 
UNDOC uses the symbol of 
the Blue Heart for its various 
websites and the logo can be 
downloaded and incorporated 
into programs for high school 
children and youth church 
groups, to help raise awareness 
among the groups most vulner¬ 
able to drug experimentation.

ORANJESTAD - Aruba has 
experienced a major growth 
during the 20th century. In 
1900 Aruba had a population 
of about 10 thousand. How¬ 
ever, today we have a popula¬ 
tion of over 100 thousand 
inhabitants. This growth came 
as a result of various socio¬ 
economic developments over a 
rather short period of time. In 
1924 the LAGO Oil Refinery 
established itself here on 
Aruba; and Aruba went from 
being a community depending 
on fishing and agriculture to a 
modern and prosperous com¬ 
munity depending largely on 
the refining of oil. 

This resulted in Aruba ex¬ 
periencing a study flow of im¬ 
migrants especially from the 
Caribbean region. In the sixties 
Aruba began to develop its 
tourism with the objective of 
amplifying and diversifying 
her economic base. The con¬ 
struction of the Aruba Ca¬ 
ribbean Hotel & Casino at 
Palm Beach was the first hotel 
to be built. 

Then in 1986 LAGO shut 
down her operations on Aruba, 
which dealt Aruba a serious 
blow and created a social cri¬ 
sis. This meant an economic fi¬ 
nancial crisis of a major 
proportion for Aruba. 

Through dedicated and able 
leadership of the government 
and a concentration on deve¬ 
loping our tourism, Aruba 
began to thrive again. Today 
Aruba has about 8 thousand 
hotel rooms, 8 casinos and 


many shopping centers, restau¬ 
rants, car rentals, water sports 
establishments and other enter¬ 
prises focused on tourism. As 
a result of this enormous eco¬ 
nomic growth, Aruba was 
forced to look outside of her 
shores for manpower to fill the 
many new jobs that were crea¬ 
ted. Immigrants came from 
Venezuela, Colombia, Peru, 
and the Dominican Republic. 
This resulted in an explosive 
growth of the population and 
economic activity. This ush¬ 
ered in a new era of socio-eco¬ 
nomic development. 

Regrettably, the infrastruc¬ 
ture, specifically the roads on 
Aruba, did not improve with 
the growth of the population 
and the economy. The amount 
of vehicles on the road in¬ 
creased considerably with the 
consequences that this brought 
with it. Today, we have serious 
traffic stagnation especially at 
peak hours. We now have a de¬ 
ficient infrastructure which ob¬ 
viously is not conducive to 
economic development and di¬ 
versification. 

It is for this reason that the 
government is intent on inves¬ 
ting in improving and amplify¬ 
ing and upgrading the existing 
roads. The laws pertaining to 
the improvement of our high¬ 
ways is heading to Parliament 
for deliberations and approval. 
The government, in the ur¬ 
gency to bring about improve¬ 
ment in our infrastructure, has 
begun to amplify and improve 
the connecting roads.

Facebook exposes children 
to online threats says EU 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - Social 
networking sites such as 
Facebook are not doing 
enough to protect children 
from potential dangers such 
as grooming by paedophiles 
or online bullying, European 
authorities said on Tuesday. 

’’Most social networking 
sites are failing to ensure that 
minors' profiles are accessi¬ 
ble only to their approved 
contacts by default," said Eu¬ 
ropean Commission vice- 
president Neelie Kroes in a 
statement. 

Of 14 tested, just two — 
Bebo and MySpace — ensure 
the required controls to en¬ 
sure "potential strangers" 
cannot gain access. 

The authorities in Brussels 


say the num¬ 
ber of mi¬ 
nors who 

use the In¬ 
ternet and 
subscribe to 
social net- 
working 
sites is 
growing — 
currently 77 
percent of 
children aged 13-16 and 38 
percent of those aged 9-12. 

Kroes said she will urge 
online social networking site 
owners to make the changes, 
warning that "youngsters do 
not fully understand the con¬ 
sequences of disclosing too 
much of their personal lives 
online". 

Of particular concern is 
the practice of tagging people 
in pictures, which increases 
the risk for teenagers of 
"grooming and cyber-bully¬ 
ing", the EU executive said. 

The tests, carried out over 
two months around the turn 
of year, covered the follow¬ 
ing websites: Arto, Bebo, 
Facebook, Giovani.it, Hyves,

Survey: Fungus growing 
’in most dishwashers’ 



PARIS (AFP) - Scientists 
have found a possibly harm¬ 
ful fungus that grows in dish¬ 
washers, surviving high 
temperatures, aggressive 
doses of detergents and rins¬ 
ing salts and both acid and al¬ 
kaline types of water. 

A black yeast called Ex- 
ophiala dermatitidis was 
found with a cousin fungus, 
E. phaeomuriformis, in sam¬ 


ples taken from dishwasters 
in 189 homes in 101 cities 
in six continents. 

Fifty-six percent of the 
dishwashers contained the 
fungi on the rubber seal on 
the appliance door. 

Both species "are known 
to be able to cause systemic 
disease in humans and fre¬ 
quently colonize the lungs 
of patients with cystic fibro¬ 
sis," says the study. 

The fungi are "ex- 
tremophile" organisms that 
are rarely encountered in na¬ 
ture. This suggests they have 
found an evolutionary benefit 
by occupying a household 
niche, thriving on warmth 
and moisture. 

The study appears in the 
latest edition of the journal 
Fungal Biology, published by 
the British Mycological Soci¬ 
ety.

Japan’s tsunami 
debris set for 10- 
year Pacific tour 


PARIS (AFP) - Debris 
sucked from the shoreline of 
Japan by the March 11 
tsunami has embarked on a 
10-year circuit of the North 
Pacific, posing an enduring 
threat to shipping and 
wildlife, a French green 
group says. 

The 9.0-magnitude earth¬ 
quake and tsunami created an 
estimated 25 million tonnes 
of waste, "countless quanti¬ 
ties" of which swept out to 
sea when the wave receded, 
Robin des Bois (Robin Hood) 
said. 

The debris includes dense 
forms as diverse as planes, 
ships, cars and chemical 
tanks, which after sinking 
will become an inshore haz¬ 
ard for trawlers and the envi¬ 
ronment by leaking oil, fuel 
and industrial fluids, it said. 

"The entire voyage around 
the North Pacific could take 
around 10 years," Robin des 
Bois said. 

It pointed to many hazards 
for the environment, includ¬ 
ing the breakup of plastic into 
tiny particles called "plastic 
plankton" which accumulates 
in the food chain. 

In March, a computer 
model devised by researchers 
at the International Pacific 
Research Center at the Uni¬ 
versity of Hawaii predicted 
Hawaiian beaches would see 
the first pieces of debris 
washing up around a year 
after the disaster. 


Web address boom could 
be search engine boon 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
The decision to open the In¬ 
ternet to a flood of Web ad¬ 
dresses ending in anything 
from company names to so¬ 
cial movements could prove 
a boon to search engines. 

The Internet's global co¬ 
ordinator on Monday ap¬ 
proved the creation of 
website addresses ending in 
just about any word, trigger¬ 
ing one of the biggest ever 
shake-ups in how the web op¬ 
erates. 

The Internet Corporation 
for Assigned Names and 
Numbers (ICANN) voted 
overwhelmingly for the pro¬ 
posal at a meeting in Singa¬ 
pore despite fears the shift 
would cause some confusion 
and favor large companies. 

The change shouldn't 
make it tougher to scour the 
Internet for what people seek, 
according to Internet search 
giant Google and its rival 
Bing. 

"Google is experienced in 
ranking and returning web 


pages, regardless of top-level 
domain (TLD)," Google told 
AFP, referring to the code 
after the second dot in web 
addresses, such as .com, .gov 
and .org. 

"If the best result is on a 
non-traditional domain, we 
still intend to return that page 
to our users," the California- 
based firm said. 

Microsoft online services 
division senior director Adam 
Sohn said that freeing con¬ 
straints on the endings of 
Web addresses will have "not 
much" of an impact on the 
company's Bing search en¬ 
gine. 

The new domain names 
could drive more traffic to 
search engines, as more 
users rely on them to navi¬ 
gate the amalgam of do¬ 
main names. 

However, companies will 
be under pressure to buy the 
domain names just to make 
sure they control Web ad¬ 
dresses related to their brands 
or images.

US unveils graphic 
cigarette warnings

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
lifeless body, a scarred mouth 
and a blackened lung were 
among the graphic images in 
a new set of cigarette warn¬ 
ings unveiled Tuesday by the 
US government in order to 
highlight the health risks of 
smoking. 

The warnings will occupy 
the top 50 percent of the front

and rear panels of cigarette 
packs sold in the United 
States and the top 20 percent 
of cigarette advertisements 
beginning in September 2012, 
the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration announced. 

The warnings, which can 
be seen at fda.gov/cigarette- 
warnings, mark the first 
change in cigarette warnings 
in more than 25 years and are 
"a significant advancement in 
communicating the dangers of 
smoking,” the agency added. 

One of the images, which 
shows a man with his chest 
sewn up, bears the caption 
"Warning: Smoking can kill 
you.” According to the FDA, 
smoking kills 1,200 people a 
day in the United States alone. 

Another picture shows a 
close-up of a mouth filled 
with scattered, brown teeth 
and a lip with an open sore, 
warning: "Cigarettes cause 
cancer.” 

"These labels are frank, 
honest and powerful depic¬ 
tions of the health risks of 
smoking and they will help,” 


Health and Human Services 
Secretary Kathleen Sebelius 
said in a statement. 

Smoking causes 90 per¬ 
cent of all lung cancer in men 
and 80 percent in women, and 
has been linked to several 
other cancers, according to 
the FDA. 

The new labels also seek 
to warn pregnant women and 
new parents of the dangers of 
smoking, with a drawn image 
showing a premature baby in 
a hospital incubator and a pic¬ 
ture showing a real baby star¬ 
ing at a plume of smoke. 

"The introduction of these 
warnings is expected to have 
a significant public health im¬ 
pact by decreasing the num¬ 
ber of smokers, resulting in 
lives saved, increased life ex¬ 
pectancy, and lower medical 
costs,” the FDA website said. 

Each warning label also 
contains a phone number to 
call for help in quitting. 

The Campaign for To¬ 
bacco-Free Kids hailed the 
announcement as "the most 
significant change in US cig¬ 
arette warnings since they 
were first required in 1965.” 

Currently, the standard 
warning on cigarette packs in 
the United States is found in 
small print along the side: 
"Surgeon General's warning: 
cigarette smoke contains car¬ 
bon monoxide.” 

About 20 percent of the 
US population smokes, ac¬ 
cording to the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention. 

Similar graphic warnings 
can be seen on cigarette packs 
from Brazil to Britain and be¬ 
yond, showing vivid pictures 
of rotting teeth, throat cancer, 
premature babies and heart 
surgeons operating on 
clogged arteries. 


J apan develops 
'swimming' capsule 
endoscope 



A Japanese researcher dis¬ 
plays a self-propelled re¬ 
mote controlled capsule 
endoscope that can "swim" 
through the digestive tract. 


TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - 
Japanese researchers said they 
had developed a self-propelled 
remote controlled capsule en¬ 
doscope that can "swim” 
through the digestive tract. 

They have succeeded in 
capturing images inside a per¬ 
son's stomach and colon using 
the tadpole-shaped capsule as 
a first step toward its clinical 
application, the scientists said. 

It is the first time a self- 
propelled endoscope has suc¬ 
cessfully moved from one part 
of the digestive tract to another 
and shot images inside the 
colon, the team said. 

The device, nicknamed the 
"Mermaid”, is about one cen¬ 
timetre (0.4 inches) in diame¬ 
ter and 4.5 (1.8 inches) long 
and has magnetic driving gear 
that allows for precise control 
of its direction and location. 

Doctors use a joystick to 


control the capsule's move¬ 
ments, watching them on a 
monitor screen. It can be swal¬ 
lowed for examination of the 
stomach or inserted rectally 
for the colon. 

The research was an¬ 
nounced at an international 
conference on digestive dis¬ 
eases in Chicago, Illinois, in 
May, according to the team, 
which included scientists from 
Ryukoku University and 
Osaka Medical College. 

Capsule endoscopes have 
been developed since the 
1980s and came to be widely 
used in the 2000s. But they 
were unable to propel them¬ 
selves, relying instead on mus¬ 
cle contractions to move them 
along. 

The self-propelled capsule 
was first tested inside a dog's 
stomach in 2009 and it has 
been since modified and made 
smaller, the team said. 

The Mermaid was demon¬ 
strated before Japanese media 
at Osaka Medical College in 
Osaka's suburbs. 

"By remotely controlling 
the capsule, we can precisely 
photograph the area which 
needs to be tested,” Osaka 
Medical College professor 
Kazuhide Higuchi said. 

"It can examine the diges¬ 
tive canal from the oesopha¬ 
gus to the colon in a few 
hours. It reduces burdens on 
patients and can led to the dis¬ 
covery of cancer,” he said.

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa - US First Lady Michelle 
Obama paid a visit to former South African President Nelson 
Mandela yesterday, kicking off her own sym- bolic trip to 
Africa by meeting one of the continent's most revered leaders. 

Obama, accompanied by her mother and two daughters, vis¬ 
ited the 92-year-old anti-apartheid icon at his home in Johan¬ 
nesburg's Houghton suburb. 

Pictures released by the Nelson Mandela Foundation 
showed a smiling Mandela sitting upright on a couch next to 
the first lady and her children. He was dressed in a brightly col¬ 
ored shirt — known in South Africa as a "Madiba shirt" after 
his clan name used by most South Africans. 

The meeting, which included Obama's niece and nephew 
who are also traveling with her, lasted about 20 minutes. 

Mandela has not been seen in public since he was hospital¬ 
ized at the start of the year, suffering from a respiratory disease. 



On your bike 
for commuter 
tax benefits 
in Europe 



BRUSSELS, Belgium - Get¬ 
ting paid for going to work 
may sound too good to be true, 
but it’s part of an increasingly 
popular scheme for commuters 
across Europe. 

Employers in Belgium, the 
Netherlands and other Euro¬ 
pean countries are rewarding 
staff if they come to work on a 
bicycle, paying them for every 
kilometer they cycle, all in an 
effort to promote environmen¬ 
talism, not to mention a heal¬ 
thier lifestyle. 

In Belgium, cycling com¬ 
muters are being paid 20 euro 
cents(29 U.S. cents) per kilo¬ 
meter, where as those in the 
Netherlands can earn 15 cents 
and participants in Britain up 
to 20 pence (32 U.S. cents) per 
mile — all of it tax-free. 

In Belgium, a popular cy¬ 
cling nation and home to five¬ 
time Tour de France and Giro 
D'Italia winner Eddie Merckx, 
finance ministry figures show 
that more than 270,000 people 
took part in the scheme last 
year, up from 140,000 in 2006. 

Last year, that meant the 
Belgian tax man paid out 43 
million euros ($62 min) to 
those who bill for cycling to 
work. 

"Higher oil prices and en¬ 
vironmental awareness con¬ 
tribute to having more cyclists 
on the road," said Dieter 
Snauwaert, coordinator of the 
bike-to-work scheme of the 
Flemish cyclists' union in Bel¬ 
gium. 

The belief is that employ¬ 
ees who cycle to work are 
healthier than their colleagues 
who don't is backed up by re¬ 
search from Dutch organiza¬ 
tion TNO. 

The researcher found that 
over the course of a year, cy¬ 
cling employees on average 
lose one working day less due 
to illness than employees who 
commute by other means. 

If the number of workers 
who cycle to work increased 
by one percent, Dutch employ¬ 
ers would save a total of 27 
million euros per year, TNO 
said

BP chairman eyes new drilling 
in Mexico Gulf soon: media

STOCKHOLM,Sweden 
(AFP) - British oil giant BP 
hopes to soon be able to oper¬ 
ate again in the Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico, its chairman was quoted 


as saying Tuesday. 

The BP-leased Deepwater 
Horizon oil rig exploded in the 
Gulf of Mexico on April 20, 
2010, killing 11 workers and 
sending some 4.9 million bar¬ 
rels of oil gushing into the 
Gulf over a three-month pe¬ 
riod, wreaking havoc on the 
region's environment and 
economy. 

Following the spill, the 
largest ever manmade environ¬ 
mental disaster in the United 
States, Washington imposed a 
moratorium on deepwater 
drilling in the Gulf of Mexico, 
which it lifted in October. 

"We are confident that we 
aren't treated differently 


there," Carl-Henric Svanberg 
told reporters on the sideline 
of an International Association 
for Energy Economics in 
Stockholm, according to Dow 
Jones Newswires. 

The chairman's comments 
came a day after BP an¬ 
nounced it had struck a deal 
with oil services company 
Weatherford International, to 
settle potential claims between 
them linked to the Deepwater 
Horizon accident. 

BP shares rallied 3.65 percent 
to 445.2 pence in late after¬ 
noon trade on London's FTSE 
100 index of leading compa¬ 
nies, which was 1.29 percent 
higher at 5,766.97 points. 


IMF warns of 'considerable* 
risks to Spain economy 


MADRID (AFP) - The IMF 
warned Tuesday of "consider¬ 
able" risks to Spain's battered 
economy, saying the authori¬ 
ties had responded robustly to 
the serious challenges but re¬ 
pairs were incomplete. 

Spain faced grave eco¬ 
nomic risks if it failed to crack 
down harder on spending, 
shake up the financial sector 
and loosen up the labour mar¬ 
ket, the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund said. 


The Fund issued the warn¬ 
ing two days after about 
200,000 Spaniards took to the 
streets to protest austerity 
measures and unemployment, 
and as markets showed deep 
concern about euro zone sov¬ 
ereign debt strains as Greece 
flirted with a possible default. 

In the short term, investor 
fears about sovereign risk in 
the euro zone could grow, 
raising the costs for Spain to 
borrow money from the finan¬ 



cial markets, it said. In the 
medium term, Spain risked a 
long, slow recovery and stub¬ 
bornly high unemployment. 

Spain's economic crisis, 
triggered by the 2008 property 
bubble collapse and the inter¬ 
national financial crisis, sent 
the unemployment rate soar¬ 
ing to 21.29 percent in the first 
quarter of 2011. 

The government and cen¬ 
tral bank had pushed through 
a "strong and wide-ranging 
policy response" over the past 
year, helping to rebalance the 
economy, the IMF said. 

Spain managed to cut the 
annual public deficit from 
11.1 percent of annual gross 
domestic product (GDP) in 
2009 to 9.2 percent of GDP in 
2010, the Fund noted.

Oil prices mixed on 
Greek jitters 


NEW YORK, (AFP) - Oil 
prices were mixed on Tuesday, 
rising in the United States and 
falling in London as markets 
were on edge over the Greek 
debt crisis. 

New York's main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate 
(WTI) light sweet crude for 
July, gained 14 cents to close 
at $93.40 a barrel. 

In London, Brent North Sea 
crude for delivery in August 
dropped 74 cents to $110.95 on 
the IntercontinentalExchange. 

Market participants were 
closely watching events in 
Greece, where the government 
of Prime Minister George Pa- 
pandreou was facing a late- 
night confidence vote. 

US stock markets rose on 
Tuesday as investors were op¬ 
timistic that the Greek govern¬ 


ment would survive and Eu¬ 
rope would succeed in pre¬ 
venting the debt crisis from 
infecting the continent's finan¬ 
cial system. 

Separately, a leading energy 
economist warned that oil 
prices remained high, posing a 
risk to worldwide growth. 

"My worry is that the cur¬ 
rent prices (are) a major risk 
for the global economic recov¬ 
ery and I'm very worried to see 
the same movie that we saw in 
the year 2008," Fatih Birol, 
chief economist at the Interna¬ 
tional Energy Agency, told a 
conference in Singapore. 

Birol said the average price 
of oil this year is $110, much 
higher than the $90 seen in 
2008 when crude hit a record 
above $147 before the onset of 
the global recession. 


Virgin Atlantic pilots vote 
to hold first-ever strike 



LONDON, England (AFP)- 
Virgin Atlantic pilots have 
voted overwhelmingly to hold 
their first strike in the airline's 
27-year history amid a long¬ 
standing row over pay, their 
union announced Tuesday. 

A total 97 percent voted to 
strike on a turnout of 94 per¬ 
cent but no dates for action 
have been set in the hope of re¬ 
solving the issue with Virgin's 
tycoon owner Richard Bran¬ 
son, the pilots union BALPA 
said in a statement. 


Virgin is 51 percent 
owned by the British en¬ 
trepreneur Branson and 
49 percent by Singapore 
Airlines. 

Virgin's pilots are un¬ 
happy at the company's 
offer of a 4.0 percent pay 
increase for 2011, fol¬ 
lowed by hikes of 3.0 
percent in each of the fol¬ 
lowing two years." 

The size of the poll and the 
huge majority for action 
should send a clear message to 
Sir Richard Branson," said 
BALPA general secretary Jim 
McAuslan. 

In reply, Virgin Atlantic 
said it was "committed" to 
finding a solution but was also 
preparing for strike action, 
putting in place "contingency 
plans ... to minimise the im¬ 
pact on our customers."

50 Cent to write book on bullying 

Rapper says novel inspired by childhood experience will be 
a positive influence on teenage readers 



"Give me a knife," 50 Cent 
once rapped, "I’ll get rid of 
your neighborhood bully." 
Now the New Yorker is swap¬ 
ping his sharpened weapon 
for moralising fiction, signing 


a deal with Penguin’s Young 
Reader Group for a book 
called Playground. "I wanted 
to explore how a kid becomes 
a bully," said Fiddy, real name 
Curtis Jackson. "This book 
would have been very helpful 
for me growing up." 

While 50 Cent is still best 
known for rhymes and bullet 
wounds, Playground will be 
his third visit to the printed 
page. In 2005, he published 
the memoir From Pieces to 
Weight, and 2009 saw the re¬ 
lease of a self-help book co¬ 
written with Robert Greene, 


The 50th Law. Playground, 
due in January, will be the 
rapper's debut as a novelist. 

50 Cent said the book was 
inspired by "my own child¬ 
hood and adolescence", and 
he hopes it will be of use to 
his teenage son. But the rap¬ 
per's experience with bullying 
wasn't just an adolescent 
phase. In his messy beefs 
with Ja Rule, Rick Ross and 
Fat Joe, 50 Cent has often 
been criticised for bullying 
other artists. "A bully picks 
on people he knows he can 
beat," 50 Cent said. 

Even as 50 Cent was an¬ 
nouncing his new book, the 
rapper was also getting into 
trouble with his label, leaking 
a new single from his forth¬ 
coming album. "Ok I tried to 
be cool with my record com¬ 
pany," he wrote on Twitter. 
"This is the last fuckking 
album THEY BETTER 
WAKE UP AND WORK ... 
my shit coming out WHEN I 
FEEL LIKE IT ... I don't 
know why they play with me 
they know how I get." 
Viewed from a certain per¬ 
spective, this behaviour could 
be perceived as - oh, what's 
the word? Ah yes: bullying

It's 
been so hard, I never dreamt 
I'd be here," said Williams. 

The great American was 
sidelined for 11 months after 
her 2010 Wimbledon triumph.

caused by stepping on broken 
glass at a German restaurant 
before needing emergency sur¬ 
gery to remove blood clots on 
her lungs, an incident 
Williams described as being 
on her death bed. 

"I just wanted to win at 
least one match here and since 
I'm not playing doubles it was 
a really big win for me. It's 
been so hard and has been a 
disaster year. 

"To be able to come back 
at Wimbledon is pretty awe¬ 
some, I didn't expect to play or 
do anything," added seventh- 
seed Williams, who next tack¬ 
les Romania's Simona Halep. 

Six-time men's champion 
Federer, chasing Pete Sam¬ 
pras's record of seven titles, 
cruised to a 7-6 (7/2), 6-4, 6-2 
win over Mikhail Kukushkin 
of Kazakhstan. 

Third-seeded Federer, who 
next faces France's Adrian 
Mannarino, suffered a shock 
quarter-final exit against 
Tomas Berdych last year, but 
never looked in trouble against 
tournament debutant 

Kuskushkin. 

The Swiss star fired down 
12 aces and unleashed 53 win¬ 
ners in his quickfire Centre 
Court win. 

"It was very windy and the 
conditions were tough," said 
Federer, the holder of a record 
16 Grand Slam titles. 

"It's always nerve-wrack¬ 
ing playing your first match on 
Centre Court because you 
don't get the chance to practice 
at the start of the tournament. 


But it was a matter of playing 
solid." 

Second seed Djokovic, 
playing for the first time since 
Federer ended his 43-match 
winning run in the French 
Open semi-finals, was equally 
untroubled needing just 80 
minutes to defeat France's Je¬ 
remy Chardy 6-4, 6-1, 6-1. 

Three-time finalist Andy 
Roddick eased into the second 
round with a 6-4, 7-6 (8/6), 6- 

3 over German qualifier An¬ 
dreas Beck, while former US 
Open winner Juan Martin del 
Potro beat Flavio Cipolla 6-1, 
6-4, 6-3. 

Spanish seventh seed 
David Ferrer also went 
through as did highly-rated 
Australian Bernard Tomic who 
put out Russia's Nikolay 
Davydenko in straight sets. 

Later Tuesday, John Isner 
of the United States was facing 
Nicolas Mahut of France in a 
rematch of their epic clash last 
year which lasted over 11 
hours and was the longest ten¬ 
nis match in history. 

Women's world number 
one Caroline Wozniacki raced 
into the second round as she 
routed Spain's Arantxa Parra 
Santonja 6-2, 6-1, taking just 
59 minutes to demolish the 
world number 105. 

"It was my first match on 
grass and the wind was blow¬ 
ing everywhere. The condi¬ 
tions were pretty tough," 
Wozniacki said. 

Australian 10th seed 
Samantha Stosur, last year's 
French Open runner-up, 
crashed out, losing 6-3, 6-4 to 
Hungary's Melinda Czink. 

Former world number one 
Jelena Jankovic, the 15th seed, 
went out to Spanish left-han¬ 
der Maria Jose Martinez 5-7, 
6-4, 6-3. 

Fourth seeded Belarusian 
Victoria Azarenka went 
through when Magdelana Ry- 
barikova of Slovakia retired 
with a knee injury in the sec¬ 
ond set. 

Czech eighth seed Petra 
Kvitova, a semi-finalist in 
2010, stormed past American 
qualifier Alexa Glatch 6-2, 6-2. 

China's French Open cham¬ 
pion Li Na reached the second 
round a with a comfortable 6- 
3, 6-3 win over Russia's Alla 
Kudryavtseva. 

Li was joined in the second 
round by compatriot Peng 
Shuai. 

The 20th seed defeated Bel¬ 
gium's Kirsten Flipkens 6-0, 6- 

4 and next faces Britain's Elena 
Baltacha.
